SCIENTIFIC I MIStELI.AXT. 


In the period from October, 1881, 
to 


the close of 1884 
there died in the 


gardens of the London Zoological Society 
583 mammals, 140S birds, and 788 rep- 
tiles. Mr. J. Bland Sutton states, in n 
report to the Pathological Society, that 
of the deaths among mammals only five 
were from genuine pulmonary tuberculo- 
sis or consumption, showing that the 
general notion that wild anitnils iu cap- 
tivity are especially liable to that disease 
is erroneous. Of the mammals 300 were 
quadrumana, and of them thirty per 
cent, had other forms of pulmonary af- 
fection. 
Bronchitis attacks a very great 


variety of animals, but other well known 
chest diseases appear to be chiefly con- 
fined to certain groups. 
The carnivora 


for instance, are very liable to double 
pleurisies and pneumonia, while ruminan- 
tia have the peculiar disease known as 
"Perlsucht"—the so-called bovine tu- 
berculosis. In birds is noticed a lia- 
bility in inflammation of the air-s^cs. 
which given rise to peculiar exudations 
in which mould developes and spreads 
through the lung. 


The first attempts at British military 


ballooning are to be made in Africa, three 
balloons having been sent out for the pur- 
pose of making captive ascents for watch- 
ing the enemy's movements.

or more iron cylinders containing com- 
pressed hydrogen for inflating the bal- 
loons form part of the equipment, and a 
gas-factory and pumping station will be 
established at Suakin for refilling these 
reservoirs.

THE LIQUOB BUSINESS. 


Let us pursue this further by means of 
couple of supposed instances such as 
ccur overy day. John Smith has been, 
uring the veck, a capable and indus- 
rious workn an, earning full wages every 


lay. 
Satun'ny night he gets his pay and 


oes to tint stores, where he falls in with 
won comptu ions and spends his week's 
rages at the grog shop, standing treat 
nd drinkin;; himself until his money is 
;one. 
Late at night he is put out into 


ho street diunk, the liquor seller having 
;ot his money and being ready to close 
lie shop. Kesult the first: The liquor 
seller has received, say, twelve dollars, 
of which at least three-quarters, or nine 
dollors, is profit. Result the 
second 


5mith is arristed and put into the lock- 
up for the remainder of the night; in 
;he morning he is brought before a mag- 
strate and fined one dollar and costs 
amounting 1.0 at least five dollars, and 
usually more, for want of which he goes 
to jail for l.en days. Result the third 
Smith's family applies to the overseers ol 
the poor for assistance, and they, being 
unable to refuse, are likely to expend five 
or six dollais. Total results, leaving out 
the moral deterioration of Smith and his 
family, nin>: dollars profit to the liquor 
seller, cost of prosecution paitt (by the 
county, Smith and his family supported a 
the expense of the town and county for 
ten days, und Smith's productive labor 
for ten days lost to the community. 


At the hast calculation, in order tha 


the liquor s ;ller may make his profit, the 
community has lost much more than an 
equal amount. In this instance I bare 
supposed the liquor buyer to spend a ful 
week's wages, but the .contrast is stil 
greater if wo suppose, as is more fre 
quently the case, that the buyer has only 
money sufficient to buy liquor enough to 
cause his intoxication ; that he is arrestet 
and committed to jail for non-payment c 
fine and co; ts. The country then has tin 
costs to pa}, and the liquor seller's, profi 
is only n very small percentage of the ex 
pense he has caused the community. Le 
us attack his profit, wherever his trade i: 
injurious to the public, and we shall be in 
a fair way to drive him out of the busi 
ness altogether, or to oblige him to ex 
ercise such care in his management as tc 
deprive it of its harm.—Popular Scienc 
Monthly for April. .
